Ycpcated, with all the emphasis and enere 
gy of new ideas, and as if they had neee. 
before been uttered, nor a thousand times ree 
futed. Ht would amuse a modern abolitionist 
to be informed of the Emildncss of Slavery: 
in Java,” fof the misery of Slaves in their 
own Countries,” Stheir attachment to the 
conditien,’ aud €dislike of emancipation ;” 
yet these are the arguments we are required 
to listen to, and which we must therefore ope 
pose, so long as they shall continue to be as. 
serted, 

Admitting that the state of Slavery in Java 
may be less deplorable han it has been found, 
in some parts of the world, to what are we 
ta ascribe it, except that House Slaves, as in. 
other places, are not liable to the hardships 
incidental to the condition of field labourers, 
the occupations of afamily do not call for the: 
same exertions, and the habits of men within 
their domestic circles render it more Cove 
nieat and agreeable to be served by long cs 
tablished dependants, thaa to be creating & 
perpetual chauge from the practice ef outraa 
gean cruelties. The most obderate West 
indien Planter has doubtless his domestic faa 
vorites, who, while the culfivators of his state _ 
are sinking under the lash and torture, pass 
their lives in comparative ease and enjoymente 
It is not ta be supposed that the Dutch Ce. 
lonists in general would exterminate their 
Slaves from mere wantouness, that they would 
dissipate their property in collecting them ta 
enjoy the Sspectacle’ of their destruction, 
but if a claim is preferred to particular hus 
manity, because such enormities are not pres 
Valent, it is right to espese the ground of 
so singnlar a pretention. < 

u the first place it cannat be denied that 
every possible care is takcn to mark the ins 
feriority of the Slave, thc laws with respect to 
kim are inviduous, the lash and torture are far 
from unknowu—he is compelled to wear 
a peculiar garb.® When sick he is treated 
by an inferior process from his master, aad 
Swallows ‘Slave medicines” administered by 
the fDookoon” These may be thought ine 
ferior considerations, but they at least suggest 
that his condition is only better from the 
nature of his cmployment. The domesticated 
Slaves of Fez and Morocco have been often 
known to refuse their emancipation, and L 
question if in these barbarous Couutries, 
they are liable to be Bogged to death, or 
imprisoned for months in a jail at the pleasure 
of a tyrannica} master. 

When a man has been enslaved, his mind 
gradually conforms to his condition, and he 
loses the energy, and with it the disposition, 
which is necessary to enable bin to provide 
for himself. To emancipate such a mau is 
tberefvre to expose him to the cares of the 
world, which he is unfitted by habit to en. 
counter, and he fecls mach the kind of sensa. 
tion, which a Dutch Colonist would experi 
ence in the midst of an English popular 
election ; incapable of appreciating the ad- 
vantages of frecdom, he would shrink with 
horror from the tumult, and sigh to return, 
where, seated in hie ample chair, he could 
whistle for his Slaves, and nod to his obse. 
quious dependants. N 

But we are told that it js humanity to re. 
move the Slaves from thcir own Country, 
where they are doomed to endure a worse 
tyrauny without any protection of their lives 
or property. This is aaother ‘good old are 
gument,’ in reply to which, E would ask, 
who hare invaded the peace and happiness of

of five millions of subjects, they should au. 
hiuaily have imported three thousand poor 
forcigners and caused se much miscry for 
the mere gratificatien of their enpidity, 
“But we are told that the Javanese have no 
disposition for the duties to which Slaves are 
mssigned ; this is indced a most notable argu. 
meut, and has de merit of being new: What 
an unsocial people they must be who Cannot 
Bssimilate with those whose habitual kindness 
has reeoncilcd even Slaves to the their fetters{ 
But ou the mere ground of self interest how 
is it, that instead of labouring unprofitably 
in their fields, and enduring such grievous 
oppressions, (hey did not prefer a comforta. 
ble provision, and partake the bounty of a 
master? In truth, f fear it was the dread of 
Sevcrer tyranny that made them resign their 
homes and svek an asylum with their Native 
Princes. a their own Socicties they are be. 
nevotent and social, intelligent and obedient=—= 
&nd I will appeal to the heart of any Eng- 
Yishman whe has made their character his 
‚Study, if the Javanese has one propensity 
inherent in his nature, which unfits him for 
Oomestiegtion in a family where kindness snd 
humanity are practiscd and iuculcated. 

I really do not wish to asperse the Colo. 
nists of Java, nor to deny (hat there arc be. 
nevolent, though mistaken individuals a.

LETTER FROM MARSHAL TUE PRINCE OF 

MOSKWA TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE 

DUKE OF OTRANTO. 

Reports of the most false and defamatory 
nature have for some days been publicly 
circalated respecting my conduct in this 
short and unfortunate campaign. The 

ournals repeat these reports, and seem to 
give credit te the most odious calumuies. 
‘After having during (wentyefive years 
fought and bied for the glory and indepene 
dence of my country, it is Ì against whom 
the charge of treason is thus dariugly. 
made zit te Î who aur pointed out to the 
peepie, and even to the army, as the 
author of tbe disaster which has vceurred ! 
Conpelled to break silence,—tor as it is 
always painful to speak of ovc’ self, it is 
pertieutarly so when the object is to repel 
calunny,—l ackdress myself to you as 
President of (he Provisional Government, 
in order to lay before you a faithful relà- 
ton of the circumstances which came 
eder my observation.

could have been able to support lus, or

The air Vive 
ilenri IV, was every where heard, and was 
intermiged with papular extempure 80133, 
suited to the necasion. The rejoicings wero 
continued to a late hoûr,
